Men Who Paiat Hocks. 


TMa is Ilia season when those artists 


known to their fellow craftsmen as 
"rocli daubers" make tracks for the 
monntr.in3. Upward of 500 of them bade 
tins town goodby daring tho past 10 
days. They will not return until Oc> 
tober is past. They are the persons who 
scale the loftiest peaks with the courage 
and ability of a chamois hunter to mark 
in mammoth letters on the faces of 
rocks the upoehryphal merits of "Bm- 
go's bergamot pills," "Dumfudgin's nev- 
er-get-fat-any-more elixir" and many 
other like nostrums. 


They are employed by advertising 


concerns in the metropolis and aro hired 
for from three to five months, accord- 
ing to the climatic conditions of the lati- 
tudes they aro sent to. Those sent south 
sometimes lemain on the roacl longer 
than five months. 
They travel in 


couples. The route of each pair is laid 
out before the start, and each couple 
carries a copy with them. They are 
paid from $18 to $25 a week. In addi- 
tion to their pay each man is allowed 
$10 a week for board. 


Their employers pay their traveling 


expenses—that is, railroad fares and 
wagon hire. 
Each couple starts out 


with $33 in cash with which to pay 
wagon hire and pay board. To encour- 
age them to drivo close bargains for rigs 
each firm of employers offers a prize of 
from $100 to $150 to the brace of "daub- 
ers" whose bills for wagon hire foot up 
the least at the end of the season. State- 
ments of expenditures, with vouchers, 
must be sent to their bosses once a 
week. Sometimes these nomadic sign 
painters do not ride on a railroad for 
weeks. Every year they have to seek 
routes in wilder regions.—New York 
Advertiser.

A fashion writer in a morning con-

"What is the attraction which brown 


leather boots seem 10 possess for both 
men and women, .young and old? This 
year they have made their appearance 
not only considerably earlier than usual, 
but also in larger numbers than ever be- 
fore. Some declare that they are more 
comfortable, but experience hardly bears 
out that impression. A brown boot can 
never be so pliable and so easy as one of 
black leather, moreover, the brown boot 
is distinctly less becoming than the 
black." 


The writer of this must have had a 


singular experience with brown leather. 
Tho russet shoos ara worn by most poo- 
pie because they are softer and more 
pliable, and above all because the poros 
of the leather are not tightly closed as 
they are in patent leather, and in all 
black leather that is subjected to polish 
blacking. The difference in comfort in 
hot weather between a ventilating russet 
shoe and impervious patent leather is 
quickly obvious when a change is made 
from one to the other.

CALIFORNIA AWAKEXIXG. 


Tho meeting held at the Palace hotel, 


San Francisco, in the interest of silver 
•was very largely attended. Speeches 
were made by Congressman Newlands 
of Nevada, Hon. T. G. Phelps, Attorney 
General Hart and others. Rousing yet 
reasonable speeches were made in favor 
of free coinage and committees were 
appointed to make arrangements for 
holding a mass meeting next Saturday 
night. 


.There was, also, a meeting of citizens 


held at Oakland to express the senti- 
ments of the community on the silver 
question. 
The resolutions adopted 


show that the various phasetj of the 
subject are understood in that city. 
They declare that if the free coinage of 
silver had not been prevented by the 
demonetization act of 1873, which be- 
came a law without the knowledge or 
consent of the people, the country 
would have been spared the humiliat- 
ing spectacle of poverty in the midst of 
plenty, and believing that if the laws 
governing coinage prior to 1873 ara re- 
enacted fair justice will be rendered to 
debtor and creditor and the success of 
industrial enterprises will be ensured. 
They earnestly call upon the people to 
unite in an appeal to congress to 
restore silver to the position it held 
under the coinage act of 1837, which 
was repealed by the act of 1873. A 
committee was appointed to confer 
with the friends of silver in Ban Fran- 
cisco, and to arrange, if practicable, for 
a state convention at an early day to 
formulpte an address on the silver 
question, which shall set forth the 
righteous demands of the people for 
the guidance of the California delega- 
tion in congress. 


There is no city in the Union that 


owes more to silver than Ban Francisco. 
Its principal banks were organized by 
men who hac n taa _, millions in Nevada 
silver mines. Its finest hotels and 
buildings were erected with silver, and 
Hutro Heights, which are open to the 
public, owe their beauties and embel- 
libhments to the Comstock. Untold 
millions, in tact by far the greater part 
of the immense product of Nevada 
mines, was invested in San Francisco. 
This, state deals almost exclusively in 
that city. Every Nevadan who can 
uttord to do .so spends more or less of 
his time and money there, and its busi- 
ness relations are closely allied with 
those of Nevada. It feels the depres- 
sion fully as much as this state and it 
ib to its interest to do what it can to 
relieve the stringency, which, to a great 
extent, i& attributable to the demone- 
tization of one-half the money of ulti- 
mate redemption of the world. 


It is gratify'ng to the silver state to 


have the golden state recognize the 
importance of remonetizing silver. Its 
newspapers and its public men, with 
very fow exceptions, have been apathetic 
and disposed to let the silver produc- 
ing states and the agricultural states of 
the west battle with the gold trust, 
without even tho moral support of 
California. Now, however, that they 
uro interesting themselves in the' great 
question, it is hoped that they will do 
good service in the cause of the people.

CHICAGO, July 19.—That big open: 


sewer, the Chicago river, has reached 
a condition daring the last few days 
that threatens to depopulate all of the 
adjacent districts on both sides of the 
sluggish stream. The foal current of 
the river, stagnant under the torrid 
eon, has reached a condition never be- 
fore touched within the memory of the 
oldest inhabitant.

county. All the female convicts are 
sent there, the male prisoners being 
hired out to another planter, and they 
are compelled to do the ordinary hard 
labor of the plantations. Many of 
them are white women, and young and 
old, white and black, labor in the fields 
together. For all offenses they are 
punished with the lash at the will of 
their lessee, and many stories of hor- 
rible cruelty are told. 


Big Strike Threatened. 


LONDON, July 19.—Delegates repre- 


senting 248,000 coal miners in various 
parts of the country met in Birming- 
ham to-day to consider the proposal of 
the mine owners to reduce the wages 
25 per cent. 
After a lengthy and 


heated debate a resolution was adopted 
declaring the conference was opposed 
to the reduction. 
No decision was 


reached to-day on the question of the 
strike if the mine owners persist in 
their intention to make a reduction.

employed is dependent upon the nature 
of the work to be accomplished. The 
large orchards of California demand 
the use of pumps of large capacity. 
These permit the use of two or more 
spray discharges and consequently 
require an extreme amount of force in 
their management. There is however 
little if any call as yet in Nevada for 
machinery permitting such wholesale 
work. 


Another extreme is represented in 


the small pump manipulated by one 
hand while the other directs the nozzle. 
Such are very satisfactory when em- 
ployed upon small plants and shrubs 
in limited numbers, but for orchard 
use these pumps are utterly useless. 
Not only is the required labor unduly 
increased, but worst of all the spray, 
if it reaches the upper branches at all, 
has little or no force as it does so. 


For general farm use the most avail- 


able force pump is doubtless" one that 
will keep two discharge pipes of %. 
inch hose constantly filled with consid- 
erable pressure. To run such a pump 
the labor of one man will be required. 
But one of the discharges need be used 
in spraying proper, the other with par- 
tially 
obstructed 
outlet 
may be 


directed into the supply receptacle as 
an agitator. This is necessary with 
such substances as remain in mechan- 
ical mixture only, the active portion of 
which will settle if undisturbed. When 
using other liquids requiring no agita- 
tion this discharge may be cut off, thus 
giving increased force to the nozzle 
discharge. 


Tha most important virtue of the 


pump lies in the force that can be 
imparted to its discharge. Herein lies 
a great part of the secret of successful 
spraying. To aid this, >£-inch hose is 
greatly to be preferred over %-inch 
hose which is also much heavier and 
more cumbersome. For orchard work 
twenty-five or thirty feet of hose is 
none too much. To no part of the 
spraying outfit is greater importance 
due than to the nozzle and its use. 
Upon these, aided by the proper force 
from the pump, is dependent the thor- 
oughness with which the work of spray- 
ing can be accomplished. 


In general the best nozzle is that 


which resolves the stream into a fine 
mist which still retains a considerable 
part of the force imparted by the pump. 


It will be seen that such a spray will 


extend at most but a few feet beyond 
the nozzle. Experience has demon- 
strated that to obtain best results, the 
nozzle must be held close to the point 
of attack. To meet this, the modern 
spraying outfit includes an "extension" 
which consists of a light gas-pipe six 
or eight feet long encased in bam- 
boo. 
This connecting the hose and 


nozzle permits the latter to be brought 
close to the uppermost branches where 
the work may be as thoroughly done 
as below. For temporary use, the 
"extension" may be replaced by an 
ordinary bamboo pole to one extrem- 
ity of which the hose bearing the noz- 
zle may be attached, the operator then 
holding the hose with the other extrem- 
ity of the bamboo. 


These leading features of the spray- 


ing outfit are generally admitted to be 
essential and the writer cannot do 
other than advise their observance by

PYBAMID LAKE DISTBICT, U. T., 
August 20,1860. 


At a meeting of the miners of the 


above district, held at Fort Defiance, 
August 20,1860, the following resolu- 
tions were unanimously adopted: 


WHEREAS, The Indians have returned 


to Pyramid lake and along the Truckee 
river, in force, and have on several oc- 
casions driven the miners and pros- 
pectors from their work and seem de- 
termined on hostilities, rendering it 
unsafe for the whites to remain in the 
district, therefore be it 


Resolved, 1st, That the locations made 


and duly recorded in the record book 
of this district, though the claims are 
unworked, shall remain in full force 
and effect, the same as if the required 
work had been done. 


Resolved, 2d, That each and every 


claim shall hold good unto the locator 
or claimant, until the first day of June, 
1861, without further work being done 
upon the same. 


Resolved, Sd, That the secretary be 


and is hereby instructed, to give the 
required notice for making additions 
to the laws of the district. 


Resolved, 3d, That these resolutions 


be published in the Territorial Enter- 
prise and the Sierra Citizen.

when a few weeks later an unmistakable 
incendiary effort was made to fire an-

Yesterday, while examining the re- 


sult of the fire on the east side of Vir- 
ginia street, it was discovered that an 
attempt had been made, some time 
Wednesday night, to set fire to the 
washhouse on the west side of the 
street. A match had been put to some 
paper attached to the north wall, which 
appears to have burned out of its own 
accord, charring the walls quite per- 
ceptibly and with several pieces of par- 
tially burned paper still adberring to 
the wall. These two fires having been 
started on opposite sides of the street 
about the same time would indicate 
the work" of more than one person. 
That all these incendiary attempts 
should be confined to China houses in- 
dicates cue of two things, either that it 
is the work of some villainous crank, 
who has adopted this means to suppress 
Chinese laundries, or that of some 
miserable scoundrels who are endeavor- 
ing to destroy the town and are cunning 
enough to confine their work to China 
houses hoping thereby to ward off 
suspicion, as in the case of the Sierra 
street fire. The latter theory is prob- 
ably the correct one. A part of the 
gang keep an eye upon one lonely 
watchman" while others do the work. 
There is no more faithful or vigilant 
officer living than Dick Nash, but it is 
absolutely impossible for any one man 
to be in more than one place at the 
same moment. He is constantly on the 
move from dark to daylight and visits 
every part of the business portion of 
town several times during the night, 
but it must not be forgotten that the 
"hobos" know his whereabouts at all 
times and conveniently keep out of 
sight. Officer Nash needs an assistant 
badly and the people can better afford 
to stand the expense of one more watch- 
man than take the chances every night 
of having the town burned.

Liveries of uncommon and unherald-; 


•hades axe more common iu Englaud 
than on t!iie continent. The Blcunts, for 
Instance, dress their servants in Harosga 
pepper and salt, and there is to be so,: a 
in tea parka a well known livery of vio- 
let, with amaranthine facings—a rather 
startling combination. However, as n 
role, good form and good taste are on 
the side of simplicity, and the hauiln.tl 
livery in the best English houses is a 
black or dark coat, with only the colored 
or striped waistcoat and the dress white 
tie. The long white tie fastened witu a 
pin is only allowable to the coachman 
tnd the footman who rides on the box. 


The butler in England permits him- 


self or is permitted to indulge in a li- 
cense which is unheard of abroad. He 
appears till dinner time in a dress coat, 
the rest of the costume being emphatic- 
ally a morning one. Abroad this is nev- 
er done. Either this functionary docs 
not show, or he is invariably in a full 
dress suit. On great occasions and in 
some aristocratic houses this is ex- 
changed for the black coat "a la Fran- 
caise," the black silk breeches and stock- 
tags, and sometimes even a slender court 
Bword, sheathed in black. 
The con- 


cierge or hall porter on gala days wears 
a r}ch, heavy gallooned uniform, shoes 
and silk hose, his big cocked hat worn 
straight across the forehead en bataille, 
and he carries a tall, massive, silver 
headed cane. 


For coachman and footmen tho winter 


many caped overcoat has been almost 
entirely superseded by the huge fur tip- 
pels and long fur cuffs reaching nearly 
to the elbow. Some of these have been 
known to cost large sums of money.— 
London Letter. 


NoddlngOff to Sleep. 


The loss of voluntary power in a person 


sinking quietly into sleep is very grad- 
ual. An object is grasped by the hand 
while yet awake—it is seen to be held 
less and less firmly as sleep comes op, 
till at last all power is gone, and it falls 
away. The head of a person in a sitting 
posture gradually loses the support of 
the muscles which sustain it upright; it 
droops by degrees and in the end falls 
upon the chest. The head falls by the 
withdrawal of power from particular 
muscles, the slight shock thence ensuing 
partially awakens and restores this pow- 
er, which again raises the head, and this 
falling and raising, or in other words the 
nodding, continues aa long as the dozing 
off to sleep while in a sitting posture 
continues. 


At the precise moment when the mind 


loses Its consciousness there results a 
general relaxation of all the muscles. If 
the body be at rest in a lying posture, 
there is no marked result, but if the 
body be in an uneasy posture, such as 
sitting, then the relaxation of the mus- 
cles causes the falling of the head and 
nodding described.—Brooklyn Eagle. 


Tue Nizam'H Pleasure Boat. 


There has just been completed by- 


Messrs. Messum, the well known boat 
builders of Richmond, to the order of the 
Nizam of Hyderabad, a pleasure boat 
peculiar in shape and for ito size ex- 
ceedingly costly in construction. Two 
boats of the size of a large skiff have 
been joined side by side by a deck, upon 
the extremities of which rise a number 
of f.-joly carved pillars supporting a pa- 
t'oda shaped roof. 
The whole of the 


woodwork is of teak, n wood which is 
not warped by hoat. As an instance of 
the grcvit (Jxpondituro of labor upon the 
boat, whicJl is only 08 feot long by 14 
fset wide, it may be stated that the tiles 
of the roof arc composed of some 3,000 
omall pieces of teak, most of which hare 
had to be specially out. 


There are uo windows, but all four 


sides o^ the barge will be hunc; with pure 
silk of the richest quality, while the deck 
will bo cushioned in tho faaine costly way 
to a height of sonio t'oet. The barge wiu 
be propelled by two feathered paddles 
placed between llio bows and sterns of 
the two supporting boats and turned by 
handles after the manner of a small 
canoe. The bargo io intended for use on 
a lake near to which the nizam has a 
summer palace. It is now moored in the 
river opposite to Buccleuch House at 
Richmond.—London Times.

Races begin at 1 o'clock Hharp p. M. 
Dial clock indicates the time each race 
tarts. 
Thirty minutes between races. 
Signals—Bell call denotes to saddle. Bugle 
alls the horccs to post. 
The bugle call will be precisely five minutes 
liter the saddle call. 


Owners, trainers, jockeys or others having 
are of the animal, that do not scinl tlie horse 
out promptly at post Bin-mil will be lined. 


Nominations to all stakes must be made to 
he Secretary on or before the 1st duy of 
September, 1898. 


Entries for the running purses must bo 
made two days preceding: the race, before 0 
o'clock i», M. 


Those who have nominated in stakes must 
name to the Secretary in writing: which they 
will start the day before the race at (i p. M. 


Horses entered In nurses can only be drawn 
by consent of the judges. 


In making entries for purse races, tho 
name, ago and sex of the horse, and the 
weight and colors of the rider must be given. 
After a horse has run once at the meeting, 
the name of the horse, with the weight to be 
carried at the race is sufficient. 


In purses and stakes, three horses of differ- 
ent interests to enter and start or the race 
may be declared off by the executive com- 
mittee. 


In all free for all running races, except 
handicaps, and where other stipulate'! con- 
ditions do not conflict with this rule, all 
horses that have not won before September 
1st, will be allowed ten pounds, und all horses 
that have won prior to September 1st shall 
carry five pounds over scale weight. 


Ten per cent, entrance to all races unless 
the conditions otherwise stipulate, and must 
bo paid prior to weighing the jockey out. 


Where there la more than one entry by one 
person, or in one interest, the particular 
liorse they are to start must be named by 0 
1'. u. of the day preceding the race. 


No added money paid for a walk-over. 
Entries to all Trotting and Pacing races 
close September 1st with the Secretary. 


All Trotting and Pacing purses divided at 
the rate of 60, 30 und 10 per cent. 


All Trotting and Pacing races are the best 
three in five, uulesf* otherwise specified; five 
or more to enter and three or more to start, 
but the Board reserves the right to hold a 
jess number than five to fill, by the with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of the 
purse, whlchshall be divided prorata. 


In all two in three races horses not winning 
one heat in two must go to the stable; and in 
all three in five races horses not winning one 
beat in three must go to the stable. 


The Board reserves the right to trot heats 
of any two classes alternately if necessary to 
linUh any day's racing, or to trot a special 
race between heats. 


When less than the required number of 
starters appear they may contest for the 
entrance money, to be divided OB follows: 
66% to the first and 83V5 to the second. 


In dividing purses no horse shall receive 
more than one money. 


At the discretion of the Board, and without 
notice, the entries of any person may be re- 
fused. 


Every person subscribing to a sweepstake, 
or entering a borse in a running race, under 
hese conditions, accepts the decujion of the 
loard of Directors on any question relating 
o a race or racing. 
National Trotting Association ruled to 
rovern trotting races. Pacific Coast Blood

•aces where they do not conflict with these 
onditions.
